At the beginning of the century sev­ 
eral interesting though highly danger­ 
ous exp eriments were made by different 
men, chiefly foreigners, with refereuce 
to this subject. 
The first man who risked his life in 
this manner was a Sp aniard of Andalu­ 
sia, near Marteuess, aged 43v who gave 
an exhibition of the most extraordinary 
feats on July 20, 18 28 , at the New T i­ 
voli, Paris. His p erformance took p lace 
in the p rep uce of 200 p ersons, among 
whom were many p rofessors, savants 
and p hysiologists, sp ecially invited by 
the p hysician Robertson, the director 
of the establishment. 
A cylindrical oven, constructed in 
the shap e of a dome, had been heated 
for four hours by a very p owerful lire. 
At 8 :10 the Sp aniard, dressed in loose 
p antaloons of red flannel, a long Sp an­ 
ish cloak and a felt sombrero, went 
into the oven. 
He remained in it, seated on a foot­ 
stool, for 14 minutes, with the metallic 
thermometer re. istoring between 45 and 
50 degrees, the .atter being tho highest 
graduatio n on it. 
He sang a ¡Sp anish song while a fowl 
was roasting by his side. When he came 
out, a committee of p hysicians found 
his p ulse beating 18 4 p ulsations a m in­ 
ute, although it had only been 7 2 on 
his going in.— London Standard.
